I mw bom 9 June 1910 In Mueaebenbach near Eachnburg, Krela ObenrestemaM 
(fornarljr adolalatratlve district Vlesbaden}> the son of eleaentarjr teacher 
JcNMph Diekppf and hla vife Ellsabeth> bom Bellinger. Both oqt parenta are 
llrlag and aince the iwnaiaalng of ogr father m alde at ny place of birth. 

On 26 Jhly 1941 I narrled Margot, bom Stueblnger, bom 18 Seoeniber 1913 In 
BaonoTer (dao^hter of Btnard Stueblngeri who baa a degree In engineering^ and 
hla vlfa JVUhelnlMf bom Jaeger). Mr vlfe tranefered her realdenoe alao In 
Jhl7 1943 to Mueachenbaoh. I belong, as do ogr vlfe and jggr parent#, to the 
Ronen Cathollo Church. 

Fron 1916 on, I attended elementary school in Vleabad«n»Biebrleh an Rhein 
and also the Baalgynnaslum (seBl-elaasloal secondary school) vhlch I left 
at Baeter 1928 vlth a valid school leaving certificate. efforts during the 
coarse of the next year to obtain admission to a higher forestry coarse 
foiled ovlng to the introdaotion of the "nnoerus clausua” (number clause). 

In the suoDier semester of 1923, aleays vlth a vlev to the fulflUnent 
of ebntenplated profession, I began biological and at the same time 
aSnlhlstratlve lav studies at the University of Frankfurt an Mala, vhleh I 
furthered during the suasaer of 1929 la Vienna and later in Berlin. Betumlng 
to Frankfurt, I vorked in the zoological and botanical seminar there in 
the full of 1930 and at the sane time participated as an attdltor In lectures 
on eooatliutlonal and administrative lav. After the fruitleeaneas of further 
efforts to obtain adnlsalon to forestry studies vas evident, I finally began 
orderly legal studies at ttw University of Frankfurt sm Main. 

The political events of the year I933 vlth their reperousslona on 
unlverelty life hindered my plan of finishing ay studies as quickly ss poeslble. 
In tbs fall of 1934, I avoided the dee Is 1cm of beecmlng a Maher of the SOAP 
or giving up ay proepecte for the future by voluntarily enlisting for a 
year in the Reiehaeehr. In October 1935 I discharged frosi the Amberg 
Infantry Regiment as a corporal and officer's candidate, after I had declined 
to take the course for active officers. 

PUr reaeonp ehlch I explain ^ greater detail la Attachawnt 2 - 
aupplenent toHM nlogriphlAC •kstch"'*''! Joined the Gtudent League (ISDStB) in 
Fahroary 1936 and, ehlle eoatlnolng agr public lav and criminal lav studies, 
beenae a candidate for the OetMa orlnlnal police. In the middle of 1936, 

I to<)k part in a reserve practice aa/l vme praaoted to sergeant. That fall 
I enrrelsed ny profession In a several months course vhleh vas held for lav 
candidates in the city and county of Wiesbaden. Not until the beginning of 
1937 vas I called to the Police Institute in Berlin for an igptltude test. 

In July of that year I vas enlisted as candidate for the higher criminal 
lav courses at the criminal police ngioaol headquarters in Frankfurt an Main; 
at the same time I left the Student League. 



At tbt tni of tbe praetloal training period, I partlolpated from 
12 Daeaiabar 1938 until 1 July 1939 iA the 13th Cr lal nal CooBdnear Caodidatee 
instmtetlon oourse at the leaders sehool of the security polioe (the fOnier 
Pollse Institute bad been changed to this naiae in the alddle of 1937). 
la eanjunetlaa vith tbe exam, I was proaaoted to crlalnal of Isear on 
prohatlatf «id as a result of Hlaaler's asslailatlon of senrlee ranks, I, 
tofsther wltitirall other eourse partlolpaats, was naaed Untarstumfhehrer 
(Saeond Lieutenant) in the so, although I belonged neither to the K30AP 
nor to any of. its organisations or auxiliary groups. 

A few waaks latar I vma transferred fron Frankfort aa Main to Karlaruhe, 
Where I took ower the recognition aerrlee for Land Baden, and at the 
oathraak of the war, also acted aa subatltute chief of perwoanel adalnle tratlon 
for the orlalnal polioe poat. In this oi^aeity, I superrlsed tba eraeuatlon 
of the a^lpnent of Badon crlalnal police posts In September 1939 • 

m the of October of that year I was wcpolntad mating Qeneral 

KoannaSo V, AK (Abvahr Post) In Stuttgart, where I was aetlwe In various 
depnrtMBta until the eunner of 19^2. Although up till then I bad been able 
to aroU the plots of the SD, through the support of my llksmlnded nllltary 
euper l oare, ay position beeame untenable owing to tbe Introduction of an 
iBWsatigatlon proceedings. I feared the e^qwsxtre of a series of facts, eaoh 
of Uhleh in Itself would have been sufficient to warrant arrest, and at the 
soow tine I ran the risk of beconlng disloyal to my political principles 
by Obeying an order Issued meanwhile concerning activity in neutral eauntrles. 
Tlmrufooru In tbe fall of 1942, I broke cy connection with ay police post and 
hid ^rnelf with friends In Bruaeels, which I had to leuwe In the s wa ae r of 1943 
after the opening of a central search (for wanted persons) eeetion of the state 
aeerwt police . 

On 17 July 1943 1 oroeaed the Fmnoo«Swles border; after on exposition 
of wy altuntlon I was allowed to stay with friends in Tauanime under a covur 
nasM. I used the foUovlng year to deepen ay crlialnologlcal knowledge and 
for this purpose attended lectures and courses of the ualwerslty there. 

An Invwetlgatlcm pro c eeding launched by the Swiss allltary outhorltlea 
through a of unfortuna te elreuastaneee began In Hovuober 1944. 

At the end of the Ingoirires conducted by the Swiss Federal Ministry of 
PubUe Affaire, the status of a political refugee was aeeordsd os, and at 
ay desite, Worb near Bern was assigned as ly place of residence. 

In the period which followed, I worked together with the officials 
of the Swiss federal polioe on pl^ for the prevention of dlsturbanoes in 
Oeman territory on tbe northern Swiss border and prepared the transportation 
and safe dlapoeltlon of documentary material fr<n Oeraany to Svltserland. 

Shortly thereafter, 1 entered Ixtto official relation with the American 
Legation In Bern. Tbe resulting growing ooUaboratlon eerved at once to 
hinder further war crimes and to establish proof as a basis for tbe punishoent 



of w orlolmla aaa, on the other hand, os preparati. for a replacement 
orgulMtion to oooibat crltae vhen the Relohs criminal police waa dlsaolved. 

At the end of the «ork vhloh directly coincided vlth the end of the war, 

I returned to Oaranny In the middle of Norenber 194^ at the vlBh of 
American MO. 

The faulty developicent which was alreewly clearly demonstrated In the 
American Zone in the winter of 1945A^ caused me to redouble mgr efforts for 
the recognition of an estebliabed legal position vlth oTer««kll validity. 

Bieee efforts were frustrated In the period which foUoved, less by the 
b^MTlor of the r»presentatlTes of the ooo\ 2 pation power who were always 
auseeptldble to eonrlnelng arguments, than by the doctrinaire and aotual 
situation which was by no means ^lustlf table in the attitudes of certain German 
clrelee. Therefore under the given circumstances, I declined to take the 
position offered me in the Public Safety section of the Btsslan Ministry 
of Interior, not least of all because the leading representatives of the 
oocupying power gave no guarantees that the new Germany would be given a 
stable foundation. In the end of April 1946 I accepted an Invitation from 
the Amsriean Legation In Bern to go to Switzerland; I did so the moore 
gladly as I hoped to change the prevailing outlook by describing the situation 
from a neutral place. 

I spent the year 1946 anew In Switzerland and bad the satisfaction that 
during this time a more modsrate Interpretation began to nrevail. efforts 
to eorreet the mistaken opinions concerning the queetiou of a. .unified Germany 
and the security problem which urgently needed solution, did not remain 
without deeper repe re use i oas . Conparatlve research Into the history, methods, 
sod Sttitude toward the handling of problems of the criminal police la various 
countries finally eonvlneed even biased observers that the practices used 
in Geramiy eootradiched all Inteniatlonal e3q>erlence. /ery p'.-omleinc tenLlen ’;l: 7 S 
augured a basic ohange la the polloy of the western Allies, when I finally 
returned to Germany in January 194?. 

Unfortunately the development of the criminal police during the years 
1947*1949 bzouglat a series of dlsUlaslonments, the source of which would 
dMerve a mors detailed investigation. Hf untiring efforts to create a 
fevorable atmoophere for the centralisation of certain criminal police 
branobsc, by advising American MG, were exclusively frustrated duzlng this 
period by German special Interests of the most diverse nature representing 
service departments. 

I vsc exonerated by the decision of the Wiesbaden denazification 
court of Z1 April 1946; the only fozml ehai^ which figiured In the verdict 
was uy nonlnal asaiberahlp In the student League In the period from 
February 1936 till July 1937- 

Slaoe the beginning of 1949 I limited uy activity principally to 
aohlevliig a thorough reorganisation of the West Geznan criminal police by 
evaluating domestic and foreign foundations as shown In dooumcratary material. 

A project originating in this period for the construction of a Federal 
criminal Imw offise was proposed to American MG and with the agreement of 
the latter was examined by British and Frenoh security officials; In 
addition, the proposal was transmitted through the criminal police office 
for the British Zone in Hamburg to the Minister of Interior of Morth 
Rhine weatphslla. A rough draft of a plan for the organization of a 
federal erlalnal law office with brief notations attaebed, was transmitted 
to the Federal Minister of Interior recently, while a memorandum on the 
German erlmliial police will be submitted the beginning of December. 

This report on the development, situation and future form of the organ 
charged with eoiritatlng crime constitutes a cross>eectlon of the experiences 
which a great many exports beside me have been able to assemble in the past 
year. In indulge In the hope that these primarily bitter experiences will 
not prove in vain and will be the ceuise of giving the new German criminal 
police a foundatlOT \pable of supporting It and a roo^ which will protect

Crialnal ooaaisaar Paul Olokopf, bom 9 June 1910, vaa transferred from 
Frankfurt SB Main to Karlsruhe on 2^ August 1939 vberc he vos In charge of the 
reeognltlon servloe of the crlnlnal police post. At the outbreak of the imr 
he took over is addition the personnel udainlstratlon of the aaae prorlnoo. 

On h October 1939 he vaa aade Acting General Konaaando V, AK In Stuttgart, 
by alUtary order and actually vas appointed in return for Criminal rrsailaeai 
Hagt vfao bad originally been considered for this position but then had bo on 
eagtloysd eleevhe r e. After the order Dlckopf 's oalaary continued to be i>ald 
by the police finance office at Karlsruhe because he reiaained subordlnato to then 
for financial purposes. 

In the end of May or the beginning of June 19^3/ a series of warrants of 
arrest vers sworn a^/nst Dlckopf by the HSHA (Amts I and IV). AiTiong other 
thlnsa» Diokopf was proelalaad in the Geman search (wanted persons) book as 
a secret aeid)er of the Coanmnlst Party; this stateaent was retracted In the 
f«l ) 19h*l nufl I in fact, this vas done' at the time that the^rlsrute 
' ci^tnal police station had been Infomed that Dlckopf was residing In Svitserland. 
The disappearance of Dlckopf produced considerable unrest In the central police 
posts of tbs security police and the SD; this can be seen alone by the fact 
that the most disparate posts were charged with measures against "missing 
persons.” Tbs Inwestlgatlon was also extended to Dlckopf *s wife who resided 
in Barlsrubs, Helnbrennerstrasse 12; she, therefore, decided in the late 
suawr of 19A3 to ieawe Karlsruhe and take up her residence with her 
parent# •In'lav in Bahnhof *Hattei't (Westervald) . 

The salary of refugee Ccoodasar Dlckopf continued to be paid to hie 
wife at her request; however, from 31 January 19^ QQ/ no further payaeiits 
wwre sads since the R3HA finally established Its interpretation that Dichopf 
should be handlsd as a deserter. 

The offlclalB of the criminal police station In Karlsruhe wlio had known 
Dlckopf were not at suiprlsed by his disappeeLrlng without leaving any 
traces, since they had known his political inclinations. During his 
aetirlty In Karlsruhe, Dlckopf made efforts to study the current service 
organisation and thereby avoid intended changes of position. Be partleularly 
refused to Introduce Prussian methods and to further In any way the unified 
IMlltleal fomation desired by the R3HA and the chief of the post. In this 
eonnsntion It nay be mentioned that even after Dlckopf took over comiand.

ba firtquantlx spoke up sbaxply ag&inat the plan of unlforning the orlmlaal 
polios sod against thalr suhordination to the SD. Hla relations vlth the 
posts of the SD uA tbs seeret state polios vere, so far as I knoVf revy 
oos-aldsd for thsjr aonslstad ultinatel/ In the fact that these organisations 
aads axtraorAliiarjr efforts to get Dlek^ again in their power. 

la 191^3 I sgrself eas charged vlth vatohlng and examining Dlokopf'a 
vlfs> thaiehgr and through bqt ovu serrloe position as personnel specialist I 
tilaad a good Inalght Into the InTestlgatlon idileh vas progressing. Beside 
m, other offlslals atlU In the serrlee are In a poaltlon to oonflm my 
atatSMBtSy although they oaanot oontrlhute anything^ basically nav. 

I vas not a party asniber and vas alvays an opponent of national aoolallam 
After the eapitulatimi, I vas the first official of the nev Ksrlsruhe orlmlnal 
pollea and vas eonflmed In my position not only by Trench M3, but also later 
;by the U.S. As tormrly, I also vork at present in the section In charge 
of person n el matters.

Arguaent 

The aeoueel waa bom on 9 June I91O. Be is erlalnal police eoaniiaear by 
profeeaioa. Be first took the profees Ion of police offlelal after haring 
atoAlad law for aereral years. During his student years be was froa 1936 to 
1937 on ordinary nahber of the Batlonal Soeialiet Student leegoe. On 1 Jbae 1937 
he e at eraA the erlalnal police and vas srlalnal police oonalaear fTon 2% Jtew 
1939 till 4 October 1939« finally be beosme aetlng Qenaral Knnnenilo Stuttgart 
(Ahwahr poet). Vithoat his ooopemtlon he vas naaed Untersturafuehrer (2nd 
Liewteaaat) In the SD on 24 June 1939 vlthmt, hoverar, erer haring been aotlre 
In the SD. It foUooeA only beennse of aa Inner eerrlee deoieloa on rank 
aanipilatioa. 

It is eetabliehed that the accused ooaes froa a good Catholic fsnlly, that 
he and hie whole fanily rejected national aocialiaa. Ba only estared the 
student League la order to encounter no dlfflottlties in oaihijlag out his studies. 
Since the aceuaed Incraasingly raeogalaad that national aoolallsai was a great 
nLafortana for the Oeraaa people and that be did not wish to identify his 
aotlrlty nth its goals, he fled to SwltaerlaaA in Jbly 1943 after haring 




yprlied vlth all his pov9rs until tben against national Boelallan. During his 
■tagr In Svitzerland he iomsdlately placed hlaself at the disposition of the 
circles working against national soclalisa. The Foreign jerrlce of the U.5. 
in Gvltzerlaud vouched for the accused (through the Aasrieuu diplouiat Paul 
Blue) a political rsfugee vho bad worked vlth thea unrsssrrsdly. The 
aceusod'e capacity for action, his dependability of character, and his serrloe 
In the fight against nstlonal soclalisa were stressed by the Aioeriaan dlplonat. 
The Swiss Federal Ministry of Public Affairs through the chief of the police 
serwlee, Cals iger, also conflmed that the accused vss a recognised refugee 
and that he was considered in Switzerland as an active, opponent of national 
soclalisa, vho by no neans subscribed to national Bool8J.lst outlooks . These 
clrounstonces were proved by the admission of the accused (to Switaerland)j 
particularly, however, they ari proved oy -the statement of the i;.3. diplomat 
In Svitzerland, Paul Blua, aode on 6 deptenber 1945, and the statement of 
tbs chlsf of the Swiss police service on page 9 of the proceedings. 

In view of this state of affairs, there could bo no doubt that the 
accused giifniTs consldsrad as absolved according to Article 13 of the 
' "Pra«liig lav." concerning his activity as crlinlnal police eotnlssar, there 
la aothlng detrlasntal to be said. His being named (inters tumfuehrer (2nd 
Lieutenant) In the 3D took place through no desire of his, oving to rank 
.•Miallatlon. The acouaed was not active in the SD so this cannot be chsunged 
egalast him. Ttitre remains only the short me.mbershlp In a national socialist 
oorgaalaailon > the Student League. Here the accused was only an ordinary wnber. 
Ha vaa alvaya an opponent of national soclalisia. When he observed that he 
could not oppose national socialism in Geraiany, he fled to dwitterland in order 
to conduct the fight, against national socialism there. That he conducted 
tll^M fight as an active opposition according to the measure of his strength. 

Is p roved beyond contradiction by the atetetsent of the American dlplostat 
nul Blua the chief of the Swiss police service, Balsiger. 

The aoeused has sustained damages through his ppposltion in the booslaad 
sad In Switaerland. Svltaerland Itself he was exposed to the danger of being 
brought to account by the secret service of the SD. There con be no doubt of 
this in tbs MinSs of those familiar with legal aatters. Above all, however, 
it Bust be stressed as a particularly sensible injury, that he bod to abandon 
his fatherland.
